Inventions I - III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operation. For example, the apparatus of invention II, as 
recited in claim 25, specifically requires the incorporation of a pair of electrodes in order to 
operate. Whereas, the apparatus of invention I, as recited in claim 1, does not specifically 
require this feature in order to operate. The apparatus of invention H, as recited in claim 26, 
specifically requires the incorporation of a reference bulk film acoustic resonator. Whereas, the 
devices of inventions I and II, as indicated by each of their base claims, do not specifically 
require the incorporation of this feature in order to operate. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for each of the groups is different, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
